BOUTSIANIS SEALS WIN 
WITH LAST MINUTE HEADER 


CANNONS TAKE THE LEAD WITH TOP OF THE TABLE WIN - 


The Oakliegh Cannons should seriously 
contemplate dropping the Cannons tag 
for “Houdini”, as the boys from Oakleigh 
scored their third injury time goal this 
year, to take all three points at Paisley 
Park on Saturday night. 


Altona Magic and Oakleigh Cannons be- 
gan their Round 9 Vodafone Cup clash as 
the only two undefeated teams remaining 
in the competition, and it seemed that both 
would remain undefeated after 90 minutes 
of football. However Victorian football 


prodigal son Con Boutsianis’ header in the 
91st minute leaves the Cannons as the sole 
team in the Vodafone Cup with an unblem- 
ished record. s 


Both sides arm wrestled for the initiative 
early on, with neither midfield gaining as- 
cendancy. Like two cagey prize fighters, the 
combatants refused to give an inch. It took 
until the 24th minute for the first opening 
to eventuate. A Cannons corner sailed be- 
tween the arms of Bojo Jedevic, allowing 
an unmarked Kovacic to coaster in at the 


back post. Fortunately for Magic, Koyacic’s 
free header sailed wide of the target. 


Three minutes later, a looping cross from 
Magic’s right flanker Ivan Razov honed 
over the Cannons defence zooming onto its 
intended target, Igor Arsovski with smart 
bomb precision. Arsovski’s header lobbed 
over the stranded Webster, giving the home 
side the early lead. 


The Magic almost doubled its lead in the 
35th minute after a sharp Tomi Razoy cross 
was sweetly volleyed first time by Daniel 
Vasilevski from 25 meters out. Vasilevski’s 
thunderous strike was crashed on the upright 
by the outstretched Webster, who managed 
to get a fingertip on Vasilevski’s rocket. 


It was an uncharacteristic performance by 
the Cannons, as it took the visitors over an 
hour of football to create a clear-cut goal 
scoring opportunity. A through-ball by Bill 
Damianos in the 62nd minute finally pierced 
a dogged Magic’s defence. Esala Masi ran 
onto Damianos’s pass and coolly slotted 
home the equaliser from two metres out. 


It seemed that both teams were destined to 
share the points, as both seemed to be overly 
preoccupied on not conceding a goal rather 
than scoring throughout the match. Howey- 
er a 91st minute cross from Oakleigh’s at- 
tacking midfielder Anthony Pelikan picked 
out the former NSL marksman, Boutsianis. 
A delicate back header by the mid-fielder 
from the ensuing cross was enough to beat 
Jedivic, giving the visitors’ the winner in 
injury time.

UEFA chief remains wary of “| 
G14 breakaway

ZURICH - UEFA chief executive Lars-Christer 
Olsson claims that the G14 still harbor plans to 
form a breakaway European super league. 
Olsson said: “G14 are always insisting they 
are not going to form a breakaway competition 
from the Champions League but nevertheless

they have changed their statutes to say that they 
can now organise their own competitions. 
“I believe they are creating a smokescreen to 
hide their real ambitions and we shoud not un- 
derestimate that some of their clubs would like 
an alternative competition, perhaps similar to 
the NFL franchise in the USA with guaranteed 
participation. 
“They can do so of course if they want to - 
but it means they would not be allowed to take 
part in the domestic competitions organised by 
their national associations.” 
The G14 group of Europe’s 18 top clubs has 
sued FIFA, claiming that the world football 
body must compensate clubs for injuries sus- 
tained to their players when on international 
duty. The group is also demanding that s share 
of FIFA’s profits from the World Cup to be paid 
to the clubs that supply the players. 
Olsson added: “I tend to judge people on what 
they do and not so much what they say. So if 
you haye a claim from the G14 clubs, written 
down on paper, in a court case in Charleroi de- 
manding 860 million euros for compensation 
for players released for international duty then 
I take that very seriously. 
“G14 have tried to distance themselves from 
that figure but they“have not withdrawn that 
claim from the court, 

“Now we hear they are asking for 
another 200 million euros from FIFA for pay- 
ment for players in the World Cup. That takes 
their total claim to more than | billion euros 
and this is a challenge that everyone in football 
should take seriously. 

“The 18 clubs in G14 want more 
money: I believe the split in the money at the 
moment is right. The clubs get the money from 
the club competitions and the associations 
from the finals of the World Cup and the Euro- 
pean Championships.”
